We do not think that
there ever existed any such assoolation,
unless it was composed of a few adventurers
who never anticipated anything but a practi-
oal joke or the pocketing of & few hundred
dollars, That Congress should dignify such a
flasco of an organism by asking, as it did
yesterday, whether the Government had taken
any steps to provent the success of the scheme,
geoms to us an sttempt to erect a monntain
out of & molehill.

English Knowlodge of Amerionn Affairs.
Rucewtuy a dobste in Parlisment ooetrred on
the question of the reprasentation of minorities,
in which the affairs of the United States wore
discussed, and a parallel attempted to Do
drawn botween our system and that of Gireat
Britain. Thare were three prinoipal speakers,
Mr, Bright, Mr. Lows, and Mr. Lefovre, The

“When he was In that country last automn,
the most wviclent politionl contest was being
fought, The action of the President hmd ex-
cited great Indiguation in the Rspublican
party and in the elections for Congress the ut-
okl exortions were made by both parties. Thy
Republionn party oarried all befors them; they
returned seven-eighths of the Represontatives,
although, when the nguregate vole was counled,
It proved that the Democratio arty had oo
tulned fuos thives of the whole number of voies,"

This, of courae, will at onoe be seon to be
absurd. We do not know how the gentls-
man got his ideas, but it is impossible for any
party having sevon-eighths of the representa-
tives to be in & minority on the total vote, Mr,
Dright, who has a correot conoeption of Ame-
